1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims have been 
allowed because prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the adsorption heat pump 
comprising, in combination, condensation part, vaporization part and the adsorption material has 
a relative vapor pressure region such that the relative vapor pressure has changed by 0. 1 5 within 
the range of 0.05 to 0.30 at 25°C results in a change in water adsorption amount not less than of
